The Environmental Protection Agency has be prtexnDe 
ing to latch onto nearly $1 million in money freed up by 
recently concluded bankruptcy proceedings against Jenni- 
son-Wright. That money, however, has remained as elusive 
as the cleanup itself 3 

EPA has encountered delays in getting the money in part 
due to changes in the state administration That's. where 
people like Sam Wolf and Sam Vadalabene could help. Both 
are veterans of the state gislature and are effective at 
playing emissary on local tissues 

Although the. EPA money would go toward a study that 
would be only a fraction of the overall cleanup cost, any 




































progre made at this stage would make the overall cleanup 
cheaper in the long run s it stands now, the cleanup is 
imated to cost more than $3 million

reasons. The federal EPA is working with a Virginia firm 
that tests soil to determine the best ways to treat contamina 
nm.

We had no funds to promote

In December 1986, I, Lou Whit 
sell, not Lucas, contacted the 
Illinois Department of Com 
merce and Community Affairs 
Office of Urban Assistance for 
advice and was introduced to tax 
increment financing because no 
grants were available.
